TO PROLONG AN OLD JOB. 


THE COUNCIL ASKED TO EXTEND THE 
NORTH SHORE INLET TUNNEL. 


Ald. Sexton Introduces a Resolution to This 
_ Effect Which Is Defeated After Lively 
Debate—A Plan to Protect Property- 

_| Owners—Appropriation for Weekly Wage 
Payments—Advisability of Erecting Sky- 
Scrapers Questioned— Paving Ordinances 

' Repealed—A Queer Petition. 

At the meeting of the Council last evening 
a Sexton presented the following resolu- 

on: 

WuHeEreas, A tunnel is now being constructed 
from the inlet crib on the north shore to the 
north end of the new breakwater, which is only 
one mile from shore, for the purpose of a better 
water suprly, which tunnel will be completed in a 
tem weeks; and 

Wuerxas, A crib has been placed at the end of 
the new ater in which are two shafts, one 
for the purpose of taking in water and the other 
for a working shaft for the purpose of extending 
this tunnel to the two-mile crib; and 

Wuerzas, It is well known that pure water 
cannot be obtained at the end of the tunnel now 
being constructed, and that the water at that 
point is polluted not only from its proximity to 
the shore but also from the Chicago River, so 
that it is not as good at this point as it is near- 
er the shore, by reason of the fact that the water 
by the prevailing winds is driven in this direc- 
* and 

HEREAS, It was the original purpose to ex- 
tend this tunnel to the two-mile crib aforesaid; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, as there is a pressing necessity 
for a pure water supply, which cannot be obtained 
from the terminus of the present tunnel when 
completed, that the tunnel when completed to the 
breakwater’ shall be extended to the two-mile 
crib, and the Finance committee is hereby direeted 
to confer with the Commissioner of Public Works 
and cause such extension to be made as speedily 
as possible. 

In support of the resolution Ald. Sexton 
said that the prevailing winds carry the sew- 
age from the river and the Fullerton avenue 
conduit in the vicinity of the crib. Such sew- 
age mixed with the water would be the fruitful 
source of scarlet fever and similar diseases, as 
it was in Lake View last winter. To use the 
tunnel in connection with the breakwater 
crib would be to insure the spread of such 
diseases. He had visited the locality of the 
crib and the water was undoubtedly in a pol- 
lutea condition. It would be dangerous to 
use water from it. 

Calls the Proposal a Job. 

Ald. Madden described the proposal as a 
job requiring the expenditure of $175,000. The 
people needed considerable water just now. 
He was sure the city could not afford to spend 
$175,000 for such a project. 

Ald. Kent generally supported the views of 
Ald. Madden. The financial condition of the 
city would not permit the extension. There 
are too many tunnels now under operation. 
The proposal was preposterous. He moved 
the reference of the resolution to the Finance 
committee for report. * 

Ald, Sexton in reply said that he did not 


call for immediate work on the extension, ) 


but he protested against pumping polluted 
water from the breakwater crib. He thought 
that the opposition to his proposal was in bad 
taste, coming from a man who introduced the 
Waukesha ordinance for pipmg water 168 
miles into the city, and who introduced such 
otdinance under a suspension of the rules. 
He merely sought to protect the lives of the 
citizens and the health of the city. 

Ald. McGillen was understood to say the 
resolution was deceptive. It was a disguise, 
and did not mean what it said.

The brilliant plan of Cregier was to extend 
the north shore inlet tunnel which runs 
from the water-works 1,200 feet into 
the lake—out northeastward as far 
as the breakwater—a distance of 2,000 
feet, or to a point 3,200 feet from the Chicago 
avenue water-works. The proceedings of the 
star chamber session were printed in Tue

Trrsunge the following day and the project 


was unsparingly condemned. It was pointed 
out that the tunnel could not be constructed 
ro as to give relief during the summer, that 
a supply of pure water could not be had from 
any point within the breakwater, and 
that it was mere waste of the public 
funds, therefore, to go ahead with the 
work. The Cregiér organs and spokesmen 
said that the tunnel would be completed in 
June; that the water inside the breakwater 
at the point which it was proposed to put the 
crib was pure, wholesome, clean, and unadul- 
terated the whole year round. Mr. Cooke, 
Mr. Feind, and the whole engineering force 
were all ready to swear to this. They 
were interviewed in defense of the job. 
They did defend itemphatically. The Finance 
committee believed them, The work was or- 
dered. The contract was let. Before the ad- 


‘ministration went out of office the time of the 


contract was extended by Mr. Purdy. This 
was done April 18, after Cregier had been de- 
feated. 

The Results Outlined, 

Now for the results. The tunnel will not be 
completed before Nov. 15. So says Mr. Feind. 
Mr.Cregier promised it for June 20. The crib has 
been sunk at the 3,200 feet distance. But the 
workingmen employed there have already dis- 
covered that the water around is not pure— 
that it is impure. The winds wash out the 
sewage and the sludge from the river and ffom 
the Fullerton avenue conduit. The water is 
not clear. It is adulterated. Mr. Feind, who 
said it would be always blue and crystalline, 
now says “it must de handled 
with care,” lest it may pollute 
the whole water supply of the city. The 
only remedy, it is argued. is to extend the 
tunnel further—beyond the breakwater. |

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BERNHARDT AS LA TOSCA. 


SHE MAKES HER BOW TO A CHICAGO 
AUDIENCE AT M’VICKER’S. 


Her First Appearance Greeted Only by Per- 

functory Applause—The Audience Does 

Net Crowd the House to Overflowing— 

A Sudden Awakening to a High Pitch 

of Enthusiasm—A Dispiay of Ability 

That Forces Appreciation from the 
Actress’ Hearers. 

In her tawny gown and carrying a bountiful 
armful of roses Sarah Bernhardt stepped into 
the patched-up Cathedral scene of La Tosca,” 
and leaned on her tall white cane, brightly 
acknowledging the applause. It was formal 
applause, politely sustained a few seconds; it 
was not the enthusiastic welcome of lovers of 
acting to the most cunning priestess of that 
art, The audience did not overflow the the- 
ater; the balcony had fringes of unoccupied 
seats, anda few more persons could have 
found room in the parquet. The boxes 
(which are few in the new McVicker’s) had a 
theatrical aspect. ‘es 

It was quickly seen that Mme. Bernhardt. 
and not the play was the thing until she rose 
to a great height of passion and made the peo- 
ple forget that they were there out of mere 
curiosity. No one noticed the scenery, which 
was neglected so that it was shabby. No one 
listened to the minor actors, who perfunctori- 
ly went through their parts while a subdued 
whispering buzzed through the auditorium. 
But the great actress was watched. intently 
and she stood the cold inspection patiently un- 
til in good time she made that. au- 
dience sway before her like a © field 
of reeds. All that the people saw in 
the first act . was a gypsy-faced 
Southern girl who brought with her into that 
ricketty old edifice the sunshine of warm 
Italy. She came from the street; her gown 
she had worn since breakfast and had not 
been pinned on her a few moments before in 
the dressing-room; the Roman scarf about 
her shoulders she had worn yesterday and 
would wear tomorrow. She was a mischiev- 
ous-looking girl; she might be a spitfire, if 
made angry, but she would not rise to desper- 
ate deeds—but that is recalling that an Amer- 
can actress walked through, the part of Tosca. 

Not an Ideal Face, 

Notice the face of this public pet, this 
spoiled singer of the populace. It is not ideal; 
it suggests nothing high; it is that of a pleas- 
ure-loving, capricious piece of femininity who 
may be the toy of a man or a multitude. The 
audience feels an indulgent tenderness for 
her, and at least the male portion envies the 
handsome painter the affection of this teasing, 
coquettish, and devoted inamorata. The gos- 
sip of the newspapers is forgotten in that mo- 
ment —-MUme. Bernhardt is not a year older 
than Floria Tosca looks. 

The second act is simply spectacular, giving 
a frayed picture of the court. Here are two 
things to be noticed: how absolutely Bern- 
hardt annihilates herself in the presence of 
the Italian Queen, and how the publicity at- 
taching to her vulgarizes her in the estima- 
tion of the aristocrats. There is an airy free- 
dom from respect with which Baron Searpia 
in particular treats her. The fine touch of 
the scene,’ however, is Bernhardt’s humble 
demeanor before the sovereign: the great 
actress resigns the stage for the moment to 
the mimie queen. : 

The third act has opened and somewhat 
progressed, and not a pulse in the audience 
has quickened to the heat of feeling when the 
actress lifts the sensational situations of Sar- 
dou to the sublime. The scene is the lonely 
chateau where Floria is questioned by Scarpia 
while her lover is being tortured in the ad- 
joining room. The agony of the woman is 


| more terrible than the physical torment so 


near to her; it is dangerously prolonged. It 
would be unendurable to an audience but for 
the pathos of her appeal to the torturers. 
This brings the dew of tears to the seared 
hearts of the spectators. Here the skill of 
Sardou is supplemented by the genius of the 
actress, and in a strained situation the effect 
is obtained of genuine tragedy. , 
A Sufficiency. 

This ought to be sufficient. The author goes 
to the extreme of bringing the tortured lover, 
Mario, in view of the spectator, the blood 
stains stillon his countenance. Even over 
the repugnance excited by giving to the. eyes 
what belongs to the imagination the art of the 
actress rises triumphantly. The crowning 
trial of Flor Tosca is her lover’s fierce de- 
nunciation of her when he learns that she has 
bought his life by betraying the fugitive. The 
blow crushes her; it brings with it merciful 
unconsciousness—the kiss with which nature 
consoles pain. The fall here is melodramatic, 
but it is also something finer; the consecrat- 
ing touch of pathos is given to the situation 
by the actress, and it rises toa value it does 
not inherently possess. 

The curtain was lifted three times. The 
audience was. no longer idly curious.“ Bern- 
hardt had shed tears in rising to the situation ; 
and many of her auditors paid her in the same 
costly material of sincerity. Theatrical art 
has its great moments, when all that is garish 
and falsein it is forgotten, when it is more 
real than life iteelf. And this was sucha 
moment, making the whole world kin. 

A bit of silent acting in the fourth act over- 
tops even the work of the - actress 
just indicated. It is where Baron Scarpia 
proposes to Floria her dishonor as the price of 


sees the knife or dagger on the table. Watch 
Bernhardt in the pantomime at this passage 
and then wonder why language was invented, 


She stiffens, and her stature expands as the 


thought of killing takes form and petrifies 
into determination. The last possible insult 
is offered to her as she drives the biade home; 

those heroines of Bible history who drove 
the nail and wielded the sword could never 
have executed justice in a greater ecstasy 
than that which illumines this player woman’s 
face. Then comes minute realism—the wip- 
ing away of the blood as if it were a mud 
stain. The arrangement of the candles and 
the crucifix, that is the observance of religious 
teaching; that is the recognition that the dead 
is beyond human hands and sacred from 
human hate. 

Here the exit of the actress should end the 
play.

NEW TRANSLATION OF THE BIBLE. 


Prof, Paul Haupt of Johns Hopkins Un- 
folds His Plans. 

Bat rrworn, Md., Oct. 5.— [ Speeial.] Prof. 
Paul Haupt, chief of the Semetic Department 
of the Johns Hopkins University, has just re- 
turned from London and Berlin, where he had 
conferences with noted scholars in reference 
to a new translation of the Bible, For the 
tirat time he made public today the plans for 
the great work.

Ir was reported several rr ago that 
Secretary Foster of the United States Treas- 
uty had requested a few gentlemen, then 
about to visit Europe, to endeavor quietly to 
ascertain the views of prominent officials on 
the silver question. Reports on the subject 
are now arriving at Washington, and it is said 
they do not favor the idea that silver will be 
remonetized in Europe while the demagogues 
in this country are trying to force the adop- 
tion of the single silver standard here. A 
Washington correspondent summarizes the 
expressions to mean that if Great Britain can 
be convinced the United States does not in- 
tend to reach a silver basis while silver is be- 
low parity with gold, and that there is no dan- 
ger of our reaching it under existing laws, that 
country is likely to do something to increase the 
use of silver and in order to raise its price. 
Probably Germany would follow, but both 
countries are at present waiting for the im- 
mutable laws of trade to establish the single 
silver standard here and to send our gold to 
them. They feel that we are on the eve of 
abandoning gold payments, and dropping 
down to 75-cent dollar money; and they feel 
this so strongly that they are likely to turn a 
cold shoulder to any new invitation for an in- 
ternational silver conference, regarding it as 
a symptom of our eagerness to escape the 
inevitable. The only policy that could bring 
the nations of Europe to adopt the double 
standard would be to convince them that we 


are in no danger of being reduced to the 


single siver standard, and that we have no 
idea of legislatmg farther towards such a re- 
sult. ‘

THE REV. DR. BRISTOL AND THE KEELEY 
CURE, 


The Methodist Church has always borne 
testimony against the liquor traffic and its 
evils. Its discipline forbids its members to 
engage in the vending of intoxicants, The 
ministers and laymen of the chureh have been 
prominent im rfeformatory efforts, which, 
while not practical always, have certainly 
been sincere and well meant. Naturally the 
influences brought to bear by the Methodists 
have been chiefly religious in their nature; 
and, while they have often provented drink- 
ing, they have cured comparatively few drunk- 
ards, because they are outside of church influ- 
ences 

It is gratifying to see that as prominent a 
Methodist minister as Dr. Bristol, while 
giving up nothing of his faith in the power of 
the church to influence men from drinkmg, 
has seen that its agencies must be supple- 
mented by others which are more potent to 
cure dipsomaniacs. He has recognized the 
fact that after drinking has become custom- 
ary with Aman he has acquired a habit—a 
tendency to do a certain thing at certain 
times, which by tepetition becomes involun- 
tary and irresistible. 

This habit, thus fastened on him, is one 
which at first as a general thing can be ar 
résted and broken up by an effort of the will. 
That effort may be prompted by the man’s 
own recognition of the fact that he is drifting 
to destruction. He may be excited to action 
by the pleadings of friends or by religious in- 
fluences, which frequently exert great power. 

But if matters are allowed to go too far the 
habit develops into a disease -a deviation from 
the healthy or normal condition of some of 
the functions or tissues of the body or cells of 
the brain. When this stage is reached the will 
is practically paralyzed. Some extraordinary 
power is required to stimulate it to activity. 
There have been cases where religion has 
accomplished that, but they are so few com- 
paratively that the church may well be dis- 
trustful of its ability to reclaim such cases. 
The moment that those who belong to it recog- 
nize, as Dr. Bristol does, the fact that after a 
certain point has been passed drinking be- 
comes a terrible disease, and can no more be 
cured by the church than  scarlet-fever, 
diphtheria, or cancer, then a great step has 
been taken towards fessening the evils grow- 
ing out of the innate taste for intoxicant 
fumes in the brain. Then theidea of attempt- 
ing to cure drunkards by punishing them or 
by attempting to enforce prohibition laws on 
them in drinking communities will be given 
up. Science and Christianity will go at their 
great work, each in its own way, each acting 
within its proper sphere. 

Dr. Bristol has seen many inebriates who 
were cured at Dwight; has talked to them and 
heard their stories of restoration, and he is 
j conyinced. They were sick and they are 
healed. They were possessed of evil spirits 
and the demons have been cast out of them. 
He is satisfied that Dr. Keeley’s scientific 
remedy set them on their feet again, and that 
convinces him that Dr. Keeley is a man to be 
praised and encouraged, not sneered at, de- 
rided, and denounced as a “quack.” If the 
man who cures confirmed drunkards is to be 
called a quack by those who cannot cast 
out tho evil spirits, then the meaning of the 
word should be changed and his revilers be- 
come the quacks. 

Nor has Dr. Bristol any sympathy with 
those people who are offended by the Keeley 
cure because the doctor is making money out 
of it.

It has been 
said to stand in the way of probibition; but sav- 
ing a drunkard never stood in the way of the 
right sert.of prohibition. 

From the standpoint of the busimess-man 
Dr. Keeley cannot be said to have made much 
money as yet. He has been working at this 
problem .of the cure of dipsomania for over 
ten years. In his attempts to solve it he has 
spent evéry cent he could lay his hands on and 
borrowed from his friends. Had he stuck to 
his general practice he would have been a 
wealthier man today than he is yet. Up to 
the beginning of this year he barely made 
enough to liveon. He had not begun to re- 
ceive a 6ufficiéht return for his years of inves- 
tigation and effort or get the interest on capi- 
tal invested, Since December last, when Tun 
Tribune first began giving wide publicity to 
his remarkable discovery, he has made money, 
and Whatever has come to him during those 


ten months he is richly entitled to. He is 


past 55 years old and is just beginning to reap

CANADIANS EMIGRATING TO THE UNITED

THE CLEVELAND BABY. 

Surely no one will be so churlish or so mis- 
led dy partisan prejudice as to refuse his eon- 
gratulation to Mr. and Mrs. Grover Cleveland 
upon the arrival of the little blonde girl in 
their household.

THE ORIGINAL RAINMAKER. 

The Memphis Appzal-Avalanche tries to 
make out a case in favor of Confederate Maj.- 
Gen. Daniel Ruggles as entitled to the honor 
of being the first to suggest “ the very process 
which Gen. Dyrenforth, in behalf of the gov- 
ernment, is employing in his rainmaking ex- 
periments.” It telis that for many years he 
was the owner of 300,000 acres of arid land in 
Texas, on the eastern bank of the Rio Bravo 
Del Norte, and that in 1879, finding it impos- 
sible to make the land fertile by the building 
of canals or the digging of artesian wells, he 
conceived the idea of attacking the clouds by 
means of dynamite sent up and exploded in 
balloons. He applied in February of that year 
for letters patent on the plan, and his papers 
were filed June 7, 1880. In his elaim he wrote: 
“I propose to employ the magneto-clectric 
engine to send explosives into the cloud realm 
and compressed air and steam into the atmos- 
phere whenever found expedient, each through 
its appropriate medium of metallic wire, tex- 
tile fiber, cordage, and elastic tubes. On this 
the Appeal-Avalanche says Gen. Ruggles is 
clearly entitled to recognition as the inventor 
of rainmaking by the discharge of explosives 
in the sky. 

The mistake made by Gen. Ruggles and the 
paper which champions his claims to priority 
of invention lies in their ignorance of the fact 
that the gentleman who conducted the experi- 
ments at ‘Midland, Tex., last August was not 
the inventor of the rainmaking idea, nor does 
he claim to beso, Evidently they are not 
aware of the fact that Mr. Powers of Wisconsin 
brought out a book before the Chicago fire of 
1871, in which he fully elaborated the theory 
of bringing down rain by concussion and col- 
lected a great mass of data which he claimed 
to furnish sufficient proof that his conclusions 
were correct. If it be objected that he did not 
describe the exact processes employed at Mid- 
land it may be replied that the work was per- 


and that the actual plan coincided with his 
suggestions made twenty years age more 
closely than with the above-quoted language 
of Gen. Ruggles, written eight years later. 

Tt yet remains to be proved that the Dyren- 
forth expernnents were successful in the sense 
of causing rain to fall that but for his work 
would not have visited the region ot Midland. 
Two papers, the Zexan Farm and Ranch of 
Daltas and Farm Implement News of this 
city, sent a special reporter to Midland 
and their statements do not bear out the 
claim. For instance, the first attempt to in- 
flate a balloon was not made till three days 
after the rain of Aug. 13, which was claimed 
to have fallen in response to the bombard- 
ment. If it shall turn out that in spite of the 
reasonings of scientific men and the state- 
ments of reporters, both adverse to the claim 
that rain can be produced by means of explo- 
sives, Gon. Ruggles will be entitled to recogn®

other great evehts, move in cycles has been 
illustrated during the last week by the. bank- 
wreckers. At Chrisman, III., the Standiford 
Bros., after securing the widespread confi- 
dence of the people of that little town and of 


the farmers in the vicinity, made a criminal | 


failure and bolted with their booty—a sum 
amounting to nearly $300,000, the hard earn- 
ings of farmers, tenants, small shopkeepers, 
widows, and the trust money of orphans. Their 
rascality has well-nigh ruined the little place, 
whose people reposed the greatest degree of 
confidence in them, which they returned with 
forgery, larceny, and embezzlement. They 
spared no one, In Cleartield County, 
Pa., by the illegal operations of a bank 
President who is charged with taking 
the money of one bank, which had been 
made insolvent by his own mismanagement, 
to bolster up another, and with wrecking both 
of them, hundreds of small depositors, many 
-of them Hungarian miners, have lost the sav- 
ings of years of hard tol. It is probable that 
nearly $200,000 has been lost in this wreck. 
ing, and it is little wonder that it required a 
strong police force to prevent the frenzied 
men and women from lynching the President 
and cashier of the bank. Upon the heels of 
this disaster comes the intelligence that the 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer of the sav- 
ings bank at Kingston, N. I., have been ar- 
rested for stealing nearly half a million dol- 
lars. The most of the depositors in this bank 
are poor people also, and here, as in Clear. 
field, it has required a police force to prevent 
lynching. Indeed, it is doubtful whether the 
Standifords could be returned to Chrisman 
with safety to themselves. 
In two of these cases, those at Clearfield and 
‘Kingston, the guilty parties have been appre- 
hended, and it is to be hoped that they will be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law, not 
only civilly but criminally, so that some resti- 
tution may be made on the one hand and ade- 
quate punishment may be inflicted upon the 
other. It is time that an example was made 
of bank wreckers, for crime of this sort 
is increasing frightfully. It increases for the 
reason that it is the safest crime to commit, 
owing to the large amounts of money in- 
volved, Since the first of last January there 
have been nineteen cases of bank-wrecking, 
invalving nearly seven million dollars lost to 
depositors. Is it not time that something was 
done to stay this increasing volume of rascal- 
ity and dishonesty in bank management? Or 
will justice halt so long that the infuriated 
people, maddened with the loss of their hard 
earnings, will rise and take the law into their 
own hands? 


QUALIFICATIONS OF ELECTION JUDGES. 
Has Mr. English, the lawyer member of the 
Election Commission, ever glanced over the 
following passages of the law which he has sworn 
to admmister fairly justly, and impartially? 

They [the judges of election] must be citizens of 
the United States, and entitled to vote in the ward, 
village, or incorporated town in which such pre- 
cinct is located at the next election, and they 
must be men of good repute and character, who 
can speak, read, and write the English language, 
and be skilled in the four fundamental rules of 
urithmetic, and they must be of good understand- 
ing and capable. 

Said Board of Commissionsrs shall have “the 
right at any time, in case of misbehavior or neg- 
lect of duty, to remove any judge of election or 
clerk of election, and cause such vacancy to be 

in accordance with this act. 

Does not the aforesaid Commissioner En- 
glish, who presumably has read this law and 
has some conception of it, know from his ex- 
perience as a member of the Board of Gan- 
vassers last April that there are among the 
judges, particularly among the Democratic 
judges, men who are not of good repute, men 
who cannot write the English language, men 
who do not comprehend the four fundamental 
rules of arithmetic, men who are ineapable, 
men who grossly neglected their duties, men 
who have misbehaved? And, knowing these 
things, what has this Commissioner English, 
who is forever prating about his conscience, 
his desire for fair play, and his exalted politi- 
cal virtue—what has he done towards getting 
rid of the incapable and the disreputable? 
Why has one of the judges under indictment 
been retained on the list? Why have other 
judges, whose misconduct has been referred to 
the grand jury and the States-Attorney, been 
retained on the list? There are volumes of 
type-written testimony as to the misconduct 
of some of those judges in the Election Com- 
missioners’ office. Has Commissioner En- 
glish read it over? It cost thetaxpayers over 
$700 to take the testimony. Of what use has 
it been? Has Commissioner English utilized 
it? Has Mr. Coyne utilized it? But perhaps 
it is no use talking to Mr. Coyne. Mr. En- 
glish, however, affects to be fair. Will he 
demonstrate that he 18 and do his duty as re- 
quired by his oath of office and his obligation 
to the public, which pays him a good salary 
for small work, and aid Capt. Healy in revis- 
ing the list of judges and clerks, or must there 
be an indignant appeal to Judge Scales for 
justice, impartiality, and fair play?

NEVER TOO OLD TO LEARN. 


Auspicious Opening of Forty-five Public 
Night Schools. 

Free evening schools under the supervision 
of the Board of Education were opened last 
evening in forty-tive school buildings, and in 
all cases the attendance was large, there being 
a material increase over that ot last year. At 
the grammar schoos only -the fundamental 
English studies are taught, and the gcholars 
comprise all nationalities and colors.

the large attendance at every IJ. The 
evening school year will close in April.

DELAYS ON SOUTH SIDE RAILWAYS. 


The Passengers and Employes Complain 
of the Street-Car Lines. 

South-Side people, and especially those hav- 
ing to depend upon the street-car line on Indi- 
ana avenue, are complaining bitterly of the 
inadequacy of their transportation favilities. 
Since box-cars have been substituted for the 
open cars the delay in traffic is so great that 
patrons sometimes have to wait 15 minutes 
for their car, which, when it does come, is 80 
crowded that it is often impossible to get even 


standing-room. 

The cable trains are so delayed by the diffi- 
culty of loading and unloading the box-cars 
that three and four trailers frequently have to 
stand on the tracks of the branch lines be- 
fore a grip comes to which they can be 
attached. 

Drivers and conductors say that for the last 
fifteen days they have either had no 
suppers at or have had to be 
content with what they could get in 
five or ten minutes. They say that 
with proper management of the line this 
trouble would be avoided by putting on more 
grip-cars, and that it is only the intense desire 
to save expense manifested by the company 
that causes the trouble.

LIGHTER THAN LAST YEAR, 


Diversion of Freight via New Orleans, Du- 
luth, and Lines Leading Around Chica- 
go-Lake Lines Continue to Do.a Heavy 
Traffie—The Chicago,’St, Paul and Kan- 
sas City Wants to Be Reimbursed for 
Loss of Revenue-The St. Paul Appeals 
from Finley's Decision. 

East-bound freight. shipments 8 Chicago 
by all-rail lines during the last week were 
slightly larger than for the week previous, but 
do not come up to the business done at this 
time last year. With the heavy movement of

WAS THE BOILER OF THE PARKER WEAK? 
A Musputed Question as te the Cause of 
Sunday’s Tug Explesion. 

Deputy Coroner Clement will hold an in- 
quest on the bodies of the victims of the Par- 
ker explosion tomorrow morning, at which 


the condition of the boiler and the action of 
the filthy water in the river at that point, and 
a strenuous effert will be made to piace the 
responsibility for the disaster where it be- 
longs. 

The Parker’s boiler underwent a govern- 
ment inspection last April, and was then found 
to be in a perfectly satisfactory condition. It 
was tested with 143 pounds of steam, fifty 
pounds more than the engigeer was allowed 
to carry. A thorough examination of the 
boiler was made at the same time, and it was 
pronounced to be all right structurally, Gov- 
ernment Inspectors Moore and St. Clair visited 
the scene of the digaster yesterday morning 
and looked over the boileras it lay in the 
yards of the Ill nois Steel company. 

“There was not the sign of a flaw in it,” 
said Inspector St. Clair. “Apparently it was 
in as good condition as it was the day it was 
putin. Even the legs were all right, The 
boiler had received excellent care. I have 
known Engineer Moore for ten years, and can 
testify that he was a very eateful man and one 
of the most competent engineers on the river. 
The only way I can aceoust for the accident 
is that some acid was generated by the water 
which caused it to foam. The condition of 
the water in the South Branch of the river is a 
serious menace to traffic. An accident like 
tha of Sunday is tiable o occur at any mo- 
ment and to any vessel; no matter how per- 
fect. the botler may be. re is nothing that 
we can do about the matter, as the govern- 
ment ,canaob stop tugs from going up the | 
river. 

Atthourh the government officers are con- 
fident that the Parker’s boiler was in good 
condition W 1 Hot shared by en- 
gineers. urr, au loyé of er- 
maker Butman, examined the boiler yesterday 
and claimed to find several flaws in it. He 
said the crown piece had been burned out and 
the iron crystallized in several places. Al- 
though dirty water might have been the cause 
of this he did not consider the boiler to be in 
good repair. W. A, Jayner; who was former. | 
ly engineer of the Babcock & Wilcox com- 
pagy, says he discovered several places where 
the iron was not laminated and a number of 
spots where flaws had been made by rust, 
Their testimony will be at the inquest. 
The Coroner has asked the City Boiler In- 
spector to make a critical examination of the 
boiler toaay, as he wants his testimony as 
well as that of other experts at the inquest. 

All day long a large crowd stood on the 
banks of the river near Archer avenue watch- 
ing the police drag for the bodies. About 9 
o’clock in the morning a tug came puffing up 
the stream and passed within a few feet of the 
H. S. Pickands, which is still stuck in the 
draw. The tug’s propeller stifred the dirty 
water into a coffee-eolored foam. and as the 
vessel passed the boat in which the police were 
working the body of Engineer Moore rose in 
its wake. The body was upright in the water, 
with arm extended and hand clenched as if the 
unfortunate man had. grasped the throttle 
when the boiler exploded. The body w 
badly disfigured, The remains were taken 
Klaner's morgne, No. 143 Monroe street. En. 
couraged by oe Be the enginger’s body the 
men kept on w ith their work all day. 

At 4:30 Oclock Officers Howe and O’Brien 
discovered the body of Capt. Carter in the 
water near the dock, about seventy feet from 
the wrecked tug and directly in the path 
taken by the flying boiler. The body was cut 
and bruised in the head and chest, but the re- 
mains showed little sign of scalding. At the 
time of the explosion Capt. Carter was stand- 
ing in the pilot house directly over the engine 
room, 80 he felt the full force of the ex- 
plosion. The body was taken to the under- 
taking rooms at No. 192 West Chicago avenue. 
This accounted for all the men on the tug ex- 

cept Armstrong. 
ust before dusk a diver went down in the 
wreck and discovered his remains held fast 
in the hull. No indications of a violent death 
were visible, and the river men think that he 
diod from inhaling the steam. 

Deputy Coroner Clement impaneled a jury 
yesterday afternoon and took them to view 
the remains of the five victims whose bodies 
have been recovered. The jurors an Phillip 
Kline, No. 350 West Lake street; W. S. How- 
ard, No. 720 Thirty-first street ; Lawrence 
Quinan, No. 170 Clark street; Charles Frey, 
No, 805 West Madison street; ‘and Henry Dob- 
ler, No. 4008 Wabash avenue. 

The funerals of Charies Curtin and Samuel 
Sawyer will take place this afternoon and 
those of Mrs, Rice and her daughter tomor- 
row mormn 

Nearly all the river tugs were draped in 
mourning in memory of the tug men killed in 
the explosion. Jacob Johnson, the owner of 
the tug Parker, found the wreck in much 
better shape than it was supposed to be, and 
the tug wilidouttless be repaired. It will be 
pulled out of its present position on the bottom 
of the river into shallow water today and a 
more careful examination made. 

The explosion is the most peculiar of any

explosion, but ip this case the boiler went 
straight up and did not disturb te an degree 
the flooring ‘beneath the firebox, It is esti- 
mated that repairs will not cost over $1,500.

As the clock in the Board of Trade tower 
struck 12 yesterdag Chicago’s new court, the 
United States C of Appeals of the Sev- 
enth District, was formally convened.

Interesting Facts Gathered by Dr. Dawson 
and Sir George Baden Powell. 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 5.— Word has been re- 
ceived here by the Department of Marine aud 
Fisheries from Victoria, B. C., that H. M. S. 
Pheasunt ha» brought news from Bering Sea 
of the movements of Sir George Baden Powell 
and Dr. Dawson, tne British Commissioners 
who afe investigating the seal fisheries 
question. They are at present on board 
the steamer Danube and have been vis- 
iting the Commander Islands, whith are in 
Russian waters to the west of Bering Sea. 
They obtained from the Russian authorities 
permission to visit those islands in order to 
study the movements of the seals and to dis- 
cover what truth there is in the theory that in 
seasons when seals are plentiful on St. 
George’s, St. Paul’s, and other islands on the 
eastern side of Sea, they are scarce on 
the Commander Isla and vice versa. This 
season the seals are plentiful. At the breed- 
ing islands there are inillions of them. At St. 
Paul’s Igland a full half million of seals were 
in sight... At St. George's Island, however, 
the number was not so great. It has been 
found, by fastening tin clips to the tails of tne 
young seals, that not remain in the 
vicinity of their native place, but cross from 
side to side of Bering Sea.

BUBCHARD SPOKE IN TOO LOW A VOICE. 


Had Blaine Heard Him Be Would Have 
Made a Speech in Reply. 

Barberton, Me., Oct. 3.—[Special to Pitte- 
burg Dispatch. I—A remarkable interview 
with James G. Blaine concerning his defeat 
in 1884 has been brought to light by the death 
of the Rev. Dr. Burchard and the arrival of 
Mr. Blaine at his Augusta home by 4a re- 
markable coincidence on the same day.

They were warmly wel 
comed, and after being seated in the parlor 
one of ‘the visitors broached the all-important 
subject. Mr. Blaine’s countenance assumed 
a sober, earnest expression, his eyes took on a 
strange luster, and his hand descended with 
vehemence upon the arm of his chair as he ex-

He then went on to tell how his visit to 
New York the week preceding the national 
election was against his judgment. When he 
had last visited that ci a the canvass wus pro- 
gressing favorably, he believed in letting 
well enough alone.

BOSTON’S HIGH DEATH RATE, 


The Warm Weather Responsible for Much 
of the Increase. 

Bostox, Mass., Oct. 5.—The total number 
of deaths reported to the Board of Health last 
week was 201, as against 166 the correspond- 
ing week last year, making the death rate for 
the week 227, ‘The number of cases and 
deaths from infectious diseases reported last 
week 1s as follows: Diphtheria, 10 cases and 2 
deaths; scarlatina, 17 cases and 1 death; ty- 
phoid-fever, 52 cases and 6 deaths: measles, 8 
cases and 1 death. The deaths from consum 
tion. were 21, pneumonia 3, whooping cough 

isease A, bronchitis 9, and marasmus 


The number of children who died under 1 
year of age was 59; under 13 years, ; per- 
sons over 60 years, 30 deaths in public’ insti- 
tutions, 32. The cause of the high death rate 
this week is ascribed to the effect of the un- 
usually warm weather upon people who were 
ill. Cholera infantum shows the in- 
crease of deaths from any one disease over 
the corresponding week of last year; this dis- 
ease caused eighteen deaths last week, as 
against ten for the corresponding week last 
year. There were seventeen more deaths last 
week from heart disease, marasmus, and bron- 
chitis together than for the corresponding 
week last year. 

An unusually large number of accidents was 


reported, ten being the number.
